Group IV, claim(s) 4, drawn to a composition comprising fibrinogen insoluble in water. 

Group V, claim(s) 5, drawn to a composition comprising electroprocessed collagen or 
fibrinogen present as fibers having a repeating banding pattern. 

Group VI, claim(s) 6, drawn to a composition comprising electroprocessed material 
effective as a sealant.
